PASTOR RUSSELL CONTINV'ES 
PREVIOUS’ TOPIC.

Text: “The Blessing of the Lord It 

-- \Maketh Rich; “and He Addeth No 

Sorrow -Therewith (Proverbs x, 22) 

; —How Will Earthly Rights Be Ap- 

i. plied?—Merit of Sacrifice Will Be 
: Used Again In All the World. 


Bunday, Oct. 10.—Pastor Russell, of 
Brooklyn Tabernacle, preached ‘to-day 
from the text, “The blessing of the 
Lord, It maketh rich, and He’ addeth 
no sorrow therewith.’’ He said: 

We continue to-day‘ our topic of last 
Sunday. Our hope is that. not only 
those of you who hear my voice, but 
also the seven millions. of. readers to 
whom this sermon will. go in print in 
the columns of more than four*hun- 
dred. newspapers may. haye well in 
mind what we had to say on this text 
a.week ago. Briefly we showed -that 


the world has not: yet received: the |. 


blessing of the Lord which maketh 
rich—that, on the contrary, ever since 
the disobedience of our first parents 
our. race has labored under the Divine 
sentence or “curse” of death, and that 
our dying conditions’ (mental, moral 
‘and: physical) are upon us as convicts. 
We pointed out that the Lord has de- 
elared that he will yet grant his bless- 
ing to our race, releasing all from the 
‘eurse and supplying the blessing. of 
the Lord that maketh‘ rich. -We point- 
ed out the foreshadowings of this, es- 
pecially in the promise or covenant 
made to Abraham; and confirmed to 
the nation of Israel through Isaac and 
Jacob—‘In thee and in thy seed shall 
all’ the families of the earth be bless- 


We showed the failure of the Law 
Covenant to give these blessings and 
that: Jesus, the Son of God, holy, 
harmless and undefiled, separate from 


sinners, and he .alone, was able to 
keep the Law and prove himself wor- 
thy of eternal life and all the bless- 
ings lost by Adam—not heavenly. but 
earthly blessings — the same that 
Adam lost. We saw next that those 
partly ebte and blessings won by 
-our Lord by the keeping of the Law, 
he, with the Father’s consent and ‘ar- 
rangement, sacrificed, laid down in 
death, and that his reward for 80 do- 
ing was a resurrection to a spirit‘ or 
‘heavenly plane of being, far above 
that of angels. We saw a glorious 
King who had those earthly rights in 
his possession as an asset or thing of 
value to give to others. — ae 
We want now to continue this in- 
vestigation and to see in the light of 
God's Word what is to be done with 
those earthly rights which Jesus gain- 
ed‘ by virtue. of his obedience to the 
Law, and which he sacrificed. How 
will they be applied? We might rea- 
sonably have supposed: (since God’s 
promige fo Israel] was that the world 
should be blessed through it) that us 
‘soon .a& our Lord Jesus had ascended 
‘up‘on high he would give to the na- 
‘tion of Israel all those earthly rights 
and honors which he had secured by 
obedience and death. We might have 
.expected “accordingly that, forthwith, 
the nation of Israel would-have begun 
to “realize the forgiveness of their 
sins and would have been thus turn- 
ed to the Lord; and that, under his 
blessing, their work with all the nu- 
tions since would have’ progressed. 
As-it is written, “In thy seed shall 
all the families of the earth be bless- 
ed.” Admitting that the Lord Jesuz 
‘was the spiritual séed of Abraham we 
would have expected that upon his 
glorification the earthly kingdom 
would have begun to be blessed and 
tu be used for the blessing of others. 
But nothing of this kind occurred. 
Disaster came.upon the Jewish na- 
tion, and blindness. Their nation war 
- destroyed and for nearly nineteen cen- 
turies they have been not only blind 
but: outcast, under the disfavor of the 
‘Almighty. Did God forget:his promise 
made to Israel, or did he change his 
purpose, or what is the explanation 
of the course he did pursue? : 
What, God has been doing since 
‘Christ died for the world’s sins the 
- Scriptures term the ‘‘mystery of 
God.” It has been a mystery to the 
Jews and a mystery to the world in 
general, and the Lord so intended it 
to ‘be. No one can understand the 
matter nor appreciate it, except he 
be in the right condition of heart and 
begotten of the holy Spirit. To such 
the: Zord says, “To you it is given 
to know the mystery of the Kingdom 
of heaven, but to all outsiders these 
things are spoken in parables and in 
dark savings.” Some who cannot per- 
ceive in the full appreciative sense 
what we shall show, may neverthe- 
less be able to appreciate the matter 
to a limited degree. , 
The mystery is this: God intends to 
have a larger Messiah than the Jews 
‘had understood. Not only so, but he 
will be on a higher plane than they 
had: supposed and accomplish a far 
greater blessing than they had sup- 
posed. God’s purpose is to have a 
‘multitudinous Messiah and to select 
the members thereof from many na- 
tions. As compared with the world 
these will be a “little flock.’’ As the 
Master said, “Fear not, little flock, 
it is your Father’s good pleasure to 
ive you the Kingdom.” Each mem- 
ber of this little flock company must 
develop the same_ characteristics 
which were exemplified in their Re- 
deemer, Jesus.®They must have his 
spirit or disposition. Like him they 
‘must lay down their lives in the ser- 
vice of righteousness, Truth and the 
brethren. They will become joint-sac- 
rificers with him. : 
_ Hére the question arises, If no Jew 
‘but Jesus could keep the Divine Law 

erfectly, and if he could keep it only 
‘because he was not a member. of 
‘Adam's race directly, and if only by 
keeping the Divine Law perfectly 
Jesus could be accounted worthy to 


Z>\'be a sacrificer and be received to 


heaveily glory, how could any of the 
fallen race be acceptable? We read 
jthat “he was holy, harmless and un- 
\defiled, separate from sinners.” Of 
jhim again we read that, in order to 
be thus holy, he required a specially 
‘miraculous birth. These things being 
jtrue, how would it be possible for 
jeven a “little flock’? to be found who 
fwould be acceptable to God as joint- 


sacrificers with Jesus? How would 
even a little flock be found who would 
ba of the same. spirit as. Jesus,.a 
copy of him in*character? ‘ = 
The Scriptural answer is that some 
could indeed; be found possessed of 
the character likeness of Jesus in the 
sense that. they would’ desire’ to do 
perfectly, -but none. could be found 
able*to do, perfectly, because ‘all are 
sharers in inherited sin.:- This is a 
part-of the “mystery”? which gradually 
unfdlds to those who have the hear- 
ing ear and “the understanding heart 
.and the eye of faith. The Lord’s ex- 
lanation of: the matter is this: when 
Jesus had sacrificed his earthly rights 


and had: been recelved to spirtz)na- 
ture, and had ‘the’ earthly rights at 
shis» command “to: give away, ‘he as- 
cended ‘up on high-there to ‘appear in 
the presence of God for us.” “He ap- 
peared for, on behalf of, all who be- 
lieve: in=him and - accept: forgiveness 
of sins and* make a consecration of 
their all to -God’s service. But Jesus 
did: not ‘accept: as‘ disciples those who 
merely believed and were justified by 
faith. He attached another condition, 
namely, that they. must ‘sacrifice -all 
their*earthly rights and privileges as 
he did; otherwise they could not be 
his disciples. Unless they walked in 
his seorsteps of . self-sacrifice ‘they 
could not ‘be’ ‘counted: in’ a3 his fol- 
lowers, members of his Body,\sharers 
of ‘his coming glory and work. His 
words were, “‘If any man would’ be 
my disciple let him take up his cros 
and follow me, and where’ I am there 
shall my disciple be.” “Except a man 
forsake -all that he hath he cannot 
be my disciple.’ “Unless a man ‘love 
less father, mother, children and all 
else he cannot be my disciple.” ‘‘He 
that loseth his life for my sake shal! 
find it.’ as ae ; 

In other words ‘the Lord’s  proposi- 
tion to the Church jis that all the 
earthly rights of Adam (lost through 
disobedience and redeemed. -by . our 
Lord at Calvary and now at his dis- 
posal) are imputed to those who, dur- 


ing this Gospel Age, turn from: sin,. 


accept Christ as their Redeemer, and 
then by consecration  sacrifjce . all 
earthly rights. In a word. our Lord 
Jesus ‘has a right to give the earthly 
rights,.the earthly life:and honor, to 
any one person or to any number of 
persons ‘of Adam’s race as something 
to sacrifice. When they do mentally 
sacrifice earthly rights they receive 
the begetting of the holy Spirit to th: 
heavenly nature. But that heavenly 
nature itself they will not receive un: 
til they shall have finished the sac 
rifice agreed upon. Thus as Jesus by 


keeping the Law had a right to earth . 


ly perfection and sacrificed it, st 
those keeping the ‘Law in the spirit 
of their minds and accepting the mer 
it of Christ as justifying them to resti- 
tution right and glory sacrifice these 
use them in God’s service that the: 
may share Jesus’ new nature anc 
glory. ‘The merit at the end of th 
Gospel Age will be the same merit o: 
Jesus, and will be at his disposal 
because, although passed through thr 
Church, it will not have been kept b, 
any member of the Church and will 
therefore, be at our Lord’s disposal 
at the close of this Age, the dawn. 
ing of the Millennial Day. 

What will be done with the merit o1 
Christ’s sacrifice at the end of th: 
Gospel Age when it shall have passe: 
through the Church? We answer tha 
it will be used again. It will be giver 
t> the Jews and through them to th 
whole world. It is the blood’or merii 
which will seal the New~ Covenant 
promised to Israel long ago, but not 
fulfilled. It is one thing to promise 
a Covenant; another thing to draw up 
the terms of a Covenant; a third thing 
to sign and seal the Covenant. The 
New Covenant has not yet been seal- 


ed: The blood ‘that will seal it 1s- 


now being used in the interest of the 
elect spiritual Israel, that the little 
flock may have something to sacrifice, 
and thereby be granted a share with 
Christ in his spirit, nature and glory. 
This is the cup referred.to by our 
Lord in the memorial supper when 
he said, This is my blood of the New 
Covenant shed for many for the remis- 
sion of sins. Drink ye all of it. The 
privilege of drinking with our Lord in 
this cup of sacrifice belongs to this 
age only. None will be left for the 
future, 

But the blessing will not remain 
with those who drink of the cup— 
their restitution rights and privileges 
will be sacrificed and thus passed on. 
for the benefit of mankind in general. 
The Apostle says that our Lord at his 
First Advent in his death became the 
“Surety”? or guarantor of the New 
Covenant. But he did not seal the 
New Covenant nor put it intoforce in 
any sense of the word, because it was 
a Covenant with natural Israel and if 
it had been put into force it forthwith 
would have begun to bring blessings 
to Israel not to be theirs until after 
spiritual Israel should have been 
glorified in the First Resurrection. 
The ‘‘mystery” is, then, that philo- 


sophy in the divine program-which no. 


one could have surmised in advance. 
God has-been quietly taking from the 
world a great Messiah, a great Pro- 
phet, a great King, a great Mediator 
between God and the world. Jesus is 
the Head and the faithful members 
are the Rody. This is the great Me- 
diator ot the New Covenant, of which 
St. Peter wrote, saying, ‘‘For Moses 
truly said unto the fathers, A prophet 
shall the Lord your God raise up unto 
you of your brethren, like unto me 
(mediator of the Covenant); him shall 
ye hear in all things, whatsoever he 
shall say unto you. And it shall come 
to pass, that every soul, which will 
not hear that prophet, shall be de- 
stroyed from among the people’ (Acts 
iii, 22, 23). 

8t. Paul styles Sarah, Abraham’s 
proper wife and the mother of Isaac, 
the type of the heavenly Jerusalem, 
the heavenly Covenant of which we 
are the children. ‘‘We, brethren, as 
Isaac was, are the children of the 
promise.” “And if ye be Christ’s 
then are ye Abraham's Seed, and heirs 
according to the promise” (Galatians 
iii, 29). Thus the Church, Jesus the 
Head and the faithful, his members, 
constitute the great Deliverer which 
(is born or) comes out of spiritual 
Zion and which, under the New Cove- 
nant, will turn away ungodliness from 
Jacob—natural Israel. Notice how the 
Apostle expresses this saying, “For 
this is my Covenant unto them (the 
New Covenant to natural Israel) when 
1 shall take away their sins.” 

We are not to understand that the 
werey which they will receive under 


the New Covenant is purely the mercy ' 


*f the Church and not“the mercy of 
the Father and the Son. Evidently he 
wishes us to remember that all things 
ure of the Father and all things are 
by the Son. God’s mercy exercised 
through Christ and Christ’s mercy 
through the Church will bless Israel 
under the provisions of their New 
(Law) Covenant. 

Already indeed (by faith) has the 
Church been made rich by the Lord’s 
blessing in proportion as the exceed- 
| ing great and precious promises have 

been accepted: and if it will still fur- 
| ther make us rich through the 

“change’”’ of the First Resurrection to 

glory, honor and immortality, what 

may we not expect of its richness and 
blessing toward the Jew? Surely the 
blessing of the ‘Lord ‘will make Israel 

‘rich and honorable. Israel's blessing 

will be national as>well as personal. 

Indeed, as soon_as the Millenial King- 

dom shall have been established, the 
<blessing of the -Lord will mean Divine 

favor in all the natural affairs of life 
to all those who are truly his—“to the 

Jew first.” As a people they will be 

the first to be ready for the Divine 

guidance after the great time of trou- 
ble with which .this present age will

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~ HISTORIC LACROSSE, 
Cunadian National Game fs Spread- 


= ing All Over the World. 


Lacrosse is probably the most ex- 
citing game known to ‘the athletic 
world. Although only 45 years of age 
as a -white man’s ~ pastime,. it hag 
nevertheless’ been played-.by the In- 
dians for many years. In-its. old form 
many Indians* took part, and -with 
two curious looking sticks carried by 
each-plazer the game, moved fast over 
the red’ man’s pluyground,. For many 
years it’ was entirely unknown to the 
white ‘man!’ The late Dr. W. .George 
Beers, of Montreal, who is known as 


the father of lacrosse in Canada, took 


hold of the game some 40 years ago 
and reduced .it’ to the middle stages 
of perfection, which stamped it as the 
peemiey of outdoor games. Clubs 

gan to spri up. in Montreal, 
Caughnawaga, rnwall, St. Regis 
and Ottawa, and these pisces were 
plontets in establishing the popular- 
ty of the game. Then the city of 
Toronto fell into line. In those days 
the Indian. was the peer, if not the 
superior, of the white man.’ Upon 
the visit of the: Prince of Wales, now 
King Edward, to Canada,.a lacrosse 
ame was one of the principal sport- 
ng ‘events on the program in ‘his 
honor, and he thoroughly enjoyed 
witnessing the combat between the 
redskins and the pale-faces, as the 
whites are called by the red men. 
Soon after this the game began to 
spread and become one of science, 
instead of one of speed and endur- 
ance, and to-day, when played by 
members of the big leagues, it is one 
of the headicst and most scientific 
gaines known to athletes. Passing 
and combination work has taken the 
place of endurance, and where there 
was only one association throughout 
all Canada, there are now seven with 
a club membership running up into 
the hundreds,’ and active members 
numbering into the tens of thousands. 
Not only has the game progressed in 
Canada, but also in the United States, 
where the colleges and city clubs are 
taking it up’ and’ employing Canadian 
coaches. England is taking hold of 
the game in a most remarkable man- 


ner. In Australia and New Zealand, 
Canada’s natidbnal game is going 
ahead by leaps and bounds. 


Strange as it may seem, while the 
white men have mastered the red- 
skins at playing the game, no pale- 
face has yet become proficient in the 
art of making a lacrosse stick. The 
Indian is naturally a born whittler, 
and as soon as he is able to handle 
a knife is found at work whittling a 
piece of hickory. - 

The making-of a lacrosse stick is 


-far more difficult than a look at it 


would indicate. From the time the 
trees are felled until the. lacrosse. is 
strung up ready for shipment requires 
generally about’ four months. 

Only the butt, or first six feet, of 
a hickory tree is used in manufac- 
turing the lacrosse sticks, the bal- 
ance being too brittle to take the 
sharp curves. The wood is split u 


into strips 11-4 inches wide an 
shaped up with a draw-knife ready 
for the bending forms. They are 


then air dried for from two to three 
weeks so that the steam will pene- 
trate. When the sap is considered to 
be all out of the wood it is placed 
in a steamer, and when soft, bent 
over a form and wired. The stick is 
allowed to stand for six wecks, 80 
that it will keep its shape when the 
wires are removed. After the wires 
are removed, the sticks are taken to 
the gougers and a purtion removed 
about the middle of the stick, s0 
that the backs can be steamed and 
bent. 

They are again allowed to season 
in this manner for some weeks. The 
stick is then rourded about the han- 
dle sufficiently to allow it to be 
doulled. .When doulled they are 
passed along to be back-shaped, after 
which the inside is taken out by a 
draw-knife and the stick is passed 
along to the men who whittle the 
most important part of the lacrosse, 
which is at the different bends. This 
is really where the fine points of 
lacrosse-making come in. At_ this 
particular part there are many differ- 
ent curves and thicknesses and a 
small shaving must be whittled off 
here and there to get/them to the 
proper proportion and weight. Only 
men of long experience are employed 
at this particular work. When this 

rtion of the stick is completed it is 

eated and bent up at the crook and 

passed on to a boring machine, where 
the holes are bored to receive the 
strings. The stick is then sand- 
papered and a coat of filling is ap- 
lied, and the stringing takes place. 
his latter part of the work is done 
by both squaws and Indians, the 
former being equally as expert at 
this branch as the latter. The string 
of the higher grade lacrosse sticks 
are generally eiock cord or catgut, 
which is manufactured in England. 
The leaders or guard is made from 
rawhide. It oftens happens that 
every member of the family is em- 
ployed in the manufacturing of la- 
crosse sticks.

Tariffs on New Line Will Be Balow 
All Other Routes. 
A’ remarkable claim on behalf of 
the '-Grand: Trunk’ Pacific has just 
been made by the well-known ‘engin- 
eer, Mr, Duncan MacPherson, who 
has been prominently connected with 
the location and construction of the 
National Transcontinental Railway. 
He maintains that’ not. only will the 
Grand Trunk’ Pacific bé able.to beat 
any existing railway in Canada’ in 
the“ cheapness with which it will be 
able to haul freight,’ but that it will 
transport grain from” Winnipeg to 
Quebec cheaper than the cheapest ex- 
isting water ‘route and“ far cheaper 
than the present combination of rail 
and water ‘routes between''the two 
Points. He bases this’ assertion’ on 
she. Gidea tat G.T.P. ‘route 
an e superior c 
roadbed. pe racter of its 
“The distance between Winni 
and Quebec,” he said; ‘'via theTrane 
continental ‘will. be “1,351 miles, “as 
compared with, 1,771 miles via the 
Canadian Pacific Railway to Fort 
William, and lake, canal and St, 
Lawrence ;river, which route involves 
five trans-shipments of the grain. On 
the Transcontinental a Mallet arti- 
culated ap pand locomotive will be 
capable. of hauling a gross load of 
4,290 tons, or a net paying load of 
2,860 tons, equal to 95,333 bushels of 
wheat. Assuming the earnings of 
such trains' to be $4.40 per mile— 
which will be exactly. double the 
earnings of the C.P.R. freight trains 
for 1908—it is found that even at this 
figure the cost per bushel over the 
1,351 miles between Winnipeg and 
Quebec is 4.25 cents. The lowest 
known rate from Fort William to 
Montreal, via the lake, canal and St. 
Lawrence river, a distance of 1,216 
miles was 4 cents per bushel’ in 1908. 
This 4 cents per bushel for 1,216 miles 
would be equivalent to 4 decimal 44 
cents for 1,351 miles, so that at $4.40 
a mile per train mile the engines 
could haul grain on the Transcon- 
tinental Railway, eastbound from 
Winnipeg to Quebec, for 0.19 cents 
per bushel cheaper than the cheapest 
existing water route could haul it 
the same distance, and 10.86 cents 
per bushel cheaper than the present 
combined rail and water routes. 
“In fact,” said Mr. MacPherson, 
“the G.T.P. will be able‘to haul the 
grain at about one-quarter the present 
rail and water rate.” 


Hamar Greenwood’s Tour, 
Hamar Greenwood, the member for 
York in the British Parliament, haa 
not taken his annual trip to the Cana- 
dian Pacific coast this year, because 
h: is putting in night and day sittings 
in the House of Commons, with 
speaking tours on behelf of the bud- 
get as extras.

Grain Exports. 

The Census and Statistics Monthly 
publishes records of exports of grain 
from Canada in the years, 1900, 1905 
and 1903. Of wheat we exported in 
1900, 9,359,640 bushels, in 1905 41,- 
905,937 bushels and in 1908, 45,879,058 
bushels. 

Of oxts we exported for the first 
year 8,106,630 bushels; for the second 
year, 3,369.302 b:xshels and for the 
third year, 4,829,025 bushels. 

Of barley we exported for the first 
year 2,412,972 bushels; for the second 
year, 922,788 bushels, and for the 
third year, 2,707,154 bushels. 

Wheat is obviously the great staple 
of cha bere exports, but in 1908 we 
expor ebout 10,000,000 bushels as 
flour, which makes our total for that 
year about 56,000 bushels, or only 18,- 
000,000 bushels less than the total 
quantity of wheat inspected for sale 
in the Northwest provinces. 


Profits In Potatoes. 

Calgary business men _ announce 
that $12,000 is the profit they are se- 
curing from 160 acres which they this 
year leased in the vicinity of Strath- 
more and planted in notatoes. 

They say that the crop now being 
harvested will average at lenst 200 
bushels to the acre. Two four-horse 
diggers and 16 men are harvesting the 
crop at 16 acres per day. 

The potatoes will be stored at 
Strathmore in three-room houses each 
60 feet by 20 feet, the total storage 
being 25,000 bushels. One full train 
of at least thirty cars would be re-! 
quired to handle this crop if it were’! 
necessary to ship all at once.
